The episode involving a Lincoln Star re­ 
porter being forcefully removed from a se­ 
cret meeting of the County Board of Equal­ 
ization is no loss for this newspaper or the 
press in general. The new.spa per stands to 
gain nothing from sitting in on the meet­ 
ing nor does it lose an ounce of anything 
from being booted out. 
Why then is the incident of any impor­ 
tance and why is an issue being made of it** 
In the end, this is for 
the fH’ople of Lincoln to 
judge but t h e r e are 
On The Down 
Grade 
^ 
some v e r y important 
things to think about in 
making that judgment. The loss in this 
case and every case like it is sustained by 
(he public in the form of a deteriorating 
government. And it is not just county gov­ 
ernment that IS involved. Cases like this 
cxime up frequently on all levels of govern­ 
ment and on a variety of subjects. 
This much can be declared. If the peo­ 
ple of this city, county and stale want good 
government, w a n * efficient government, 
want honest and capable public officials, 
they arc going to ha\c to fight for them. 
They are going to ha^e to fight for govern­ 
ment that Is conducted out In the open 
where Its actions are subject to public 
accounting. 


But what has taken place at three cun- 
sccutive meetings of the eoimty's Board 
of Equalization'* Matters of vital eoncern 
to every ta x p a y e re v e ry home owner - 
have been discussed in .secrecy amid the 
privacy of a handful of individuals hiding 
behind the warp<‘d interpretation of an 
asinine state law and backed up by other 
elected officials who have chosen to do 
the bidding of the county commissioners 
in preference to performing their duty to 
the public.

Historically, board.s of equalizations have 
met in public because the nature of their 
work had such a direct bearing on tax­ 
payers. What these Ixiards <Io is deterinine 
whether you pay $200 a year in real estate 
taxes or $500 a year and whether you pay 
in proportion to others in similar circuin- 
slances. 
It should not be forgotten that two things 
determine your lax bill- the dollar needs 
of the governmental subdivision and the 
valuation that is placed on the taxable prop­ 
erty of that subdivision. Do you believe you 


have a right to know how those valuations 
are determined and how they are equalized*’ 
Or. do you favor a system whereby valua­ 
tions could be determined by friendships, 
pressures, politics and petty likes and dis- 
iike.s? 
If you fa\or the latter course, \oii are 
not in sympathy with the position of this 
newspaper. But if you favor a s y s t c m 
hereby you are permitted to judge the 
fairiic.ss of our lax system and the equity 
of our lav burden, then you support the po­ 
sition of this newspaper.

If you support this new.spaper you arc 
supporting your own right to know what 
your government is doing, your own right 
to lie repre.sented at affairs of government 
which have such a tremendous influence 
upon your lib*. 
Do you waitl to know only what has been 
done In matters of taxation or do yon also 
want to know why'.’ Vou will never know 
why unless the press and any other citizen 
can exercise the right of attending meetings 
at which these decisions arc made and the 
reasons for them explained. 
Is this particular case of the county 
boaid as drastic as we have made it ap­ 
pear here? I’erhaps in itself it is not hut 
it has (he alisolute potential of being even 
more drastic than we 
think. What is e v e n 
m o r e 
important, 
it 
helps estahli.sh a pat­ 
tern of closed or exe­ 
cutive governmental meeting.s for the fu­ 
ture. It helps bring on the day when you 
and I and all citizens will, at least, lose 
all possibility of understanding what our 
goveriinirnt i.s doing and periiaps even our 
right to do anything about it it we did un­ 
derstand it. We don’t Ixdieve that consti­ 
tutes a selfish interest on onr fiart. 
But what can you do about it? You can 
refuse to be misled by tricky and deceiving 
legal claims and maneuvers by mi.sguided 
and insincere pnlilic officials. You can ex- 
pre.ss by letters, by appearance's at mcet- 
Jiigs and by conversation with otluTS your 
disgust tor any public official who becomes 
a fiarty to the devious practice of secret 
meeting ht'hind clo.sed doors. You can show 
such officials at the voting booth that you 
want no part of any scheme which take'.s 
away your rights of citizenship. If these 
olfieials don’t understand the printed word, 
they can comprehend an “ X ” on the ballot.

Disagreement With Respect 


It wa.s an unusual .statement made by 
State Senator Don McGinley on the Sherman 
Adams case. McGinley, now DcmoiTatie 
candidate for Congress from the Fourth 
District, did not directly defend Adam.s but 
made certain .statements of principles which 
could be interpreted as at least sympathetic 
toward Adams. 


He s{)oke of (he “ political wolf pack after 
a wounded public official” and stated that

Frankly, we believe that if the faet.s are 
pre.sented as they have been in this case, 
they can be considered just as fairly iii 


Nebraska as they i-an in Washington or any­ 
where else, 'riie above statements are un­ 
usual in that they come Irom a Demoi'ratic 
candidate. I’.y most such caniiidates. the 
Adams case would tie considered choice 
political food for victory. 
Blit this is what has made McGinley a 
po{)ular and .successful legislator and what 
lias made him one of Nebraska’.s best Demo­ 
cratic bets in November. He calls the shots 
a.s he sees them. He is not so blinded by 
political partisanship that he cannot .see 
more than one side of any story. 
He feels the Adams ca.se is a long way 
from home and lu* knows .something of tlu* 
pressures that are constantly brought to 
bear upon public officials. He would lather 
withhold judgment in tlu' ease than .sacri- 
lice his convictions tor the sake of political 
('xpedicncy. We could argue with a great 
deal of what McGinh'y said but the fact 
that he said it h*avcs us all the more con­ 
vinced that Nebraska would he proud of him 
in Washington. 


V A Hearing Success 


The House subcommittee hearing on the 
proposed transfer of the Veterans Admin­ 
istration regional offices at Lincoln to Oma­ 
ha was a success .so far as Lini'oln is con­ 
cerned. Testimony presented to the suticom- 
mitlee made it clear that there was nothing 
to gam and everything to lose by the move 
to Omaha. 
Those who look part and guided the pri'- 
.scntatiou of te.slimony, Attorney Thomas 
J ’ansing, Chamber of Commerce I’resideiit 
Harold Hoppe, John Curtiss and others, did 
a first-rate job in getting Lincoln’s story be­ 
fore the subcommittee. It was generally be­ 
lieved that the hearing proved to be of 
great benefit for Lincoln in that it should 
go a long way toward killing the Omaha 
move. 
The case, as pointed out by Nebraska's 
Rep. Phil Weaver, shows the need for legis­ 
lation m this area of agency locaiions. As 
things now stand, authority for location of 
V.\ offices is in the hands of the V.\ admin­ 
istrator in Washington. He alone can move 
an office or keep it where it is. 
Whether the Lincoln case involves politics 
or not, the V.A adimmstralor should not have 
this much authority. It cannot be denied 
that there is too much potential in such an 
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arrangement fur the playing of [lolilics at 
the expen.se of taxpayers. Hep. Weaver is to 
lie congratulated for having introduced m 
the House legislation to correct this exces­ 
sive concentration of authority. He is to be 
congratulated and thanked by Lincoln for 
the extensive work he has done on the re­ 
gional VA office case here. 
The case, of lourse, is not yet fully .settled 
and there is no assurance that I.iiuoln will 
retain the regional offices. But the progress 
that has been made is encouraging and is 
proof of tlie fact that there is little beyond 
our reach if we only have the determination 
to battle for it.

Miss Charlotte Elliott, a young English 
woman hymnist, was a life-long invalid and in 
her prayer hymn, composed in 1836, she bore 
testimony to the comfort and the spiritual 
strength and peace which she received in 
her own life through prayer. It is apparent, 
if the verses are closely .studied, that the 
young hymnist gave a good bit of her time 
each day to talking with (iod, that she had 
both morning and evening devotions. In these 
periods of communion, accordihg to the song, 
the singer found her strength renewed, her 
sins forgiven, and her “ solitude cheered with 
hopes of Heaven.” 
Miss fJliott’s most famous hymn, “ Just 
As I Am Without One F’lea,” was written in 
1834. Twelve years earlier, she found Christ 
through the persuasion of a family friend, 
Dr, Caesar Maian of Geneva, who was visit* 
ing her father and who, learning that Char­ 
lotte was not a Christian, made an oppor­ 
tunity to talk with her about religion. The 
young woman told Dr. Malan that she needed 
help m finding Christ. He replied; “ You must 
come to Jesus just as you are.” That day- 
early in May, i822—was the day of her con­ 
version. Each year thereafter, as long as Dr. 
Malan lived, she sent him a “ thank you” 
note on her spiritual birthday. And in 1834 
when she wrote “ Just As I Am” she recalled 
Dr. Malan’s spiritual counsel in its title and 
message.
